I fought fair, and 
clean, but he got me one moon- 
lit night. 


My utlimate defeat can be at- 


tributed to my philosophy. Earlier 
in the spring, when the sprouts 
were barely cracking the soil, I 
noted evidences of the nibblings. 
I suspected a rabbit, but thought 
.perhaps a hungry bird could be 
responsible. But whatever it was, 
the marauding creature was pur- 
suing a fair course. It nibbled on 
about every fourth plant. 


I was determined not to let the 


Incident bother me. Every gar- 
dener owes a plant or two to a 
hungry varmint or a grub worm. 
It's the green thumb percentage.

As the days wore on, the plants 


would grow and would be nipped 
off. It was discouraging but some 
of the bean stalks were thriving 
and, to an anmial's eye?, were 
.king-sized and less enticing. I si- 
: lently rejoiced over 'the fact that 
the bean-eating creature and I 
would share in the garden's good- 
ness. I would eat beans from the 
growing 
plants: 
the 
creature 


would have his fill of the succulent 
stalks. It was a stand-off proposU 
tion, thoroughly satisfactory to me.

Then I saw the rabbit. It was 


late dusk and I caught him 
•mack In the middle'of the bean 
patch, wriggling his none as he 
chomped on the choicest sprout. 
I didn't chase him; I didn't 
throw a clod of earth to frighten 
him. He twitched an ear in my 
direction, halted his gorging, and 
loped away. 


• In the ensuing days I saw my 
rabbit enemy often. He must have 
gained assurance from, our first 
meeting because he would hop 
lazily through my yard, stop oc- 
casionally to sniff at other possible 
edibles, and make for the bean 
patch. 


I could have taken drastjc 


steps. I could have shot him dead 
or merely pinged him with an 
air rifle. I chose to <lo neither, 
aty "live and let live" philosophy 
prevailed. Every fourth bean, I 
conceded, belonged to the rabbit.

The rabbit and I had been doing 


well by our agreement, that 'is 
until Saturday night. Maybe he got 
sore at me, I don't know. Maybe 
he had a rabbit party and found 
he was fresh out of party food. 
Anyway, I awoke Sunday morning,

.found every bean stalk nipped to 
ground level. 


That puts me out of the bean 


business.

motor fuel tax funds. 


Nachtixa Project 


These projects include rebuild- 


ing a mile stretch of Nachusa 
road at a cost of $29,572.05. This 
area, known as the Nachusa strip; 
is five-and-one-half miles east and 
one mile south of Dixon. 


Another , mile-long resurfacing 


project is scheduled to be started 
on Eldena road, four miles south 
and three miles east of Dixon. 


On 
the 
McRobert's 
crossing 


bridge project, the board voted to 
put up $36,000 instead of $12,000 for 
the highway project and to pay 
$7,000 as the county's share of 
engineering costs. The full project 
will cost an estimated $93,000. The 
federal government is scheduled to 
pay for half and the state 14 per 
cent. 


Total Now $230,000 


The board had previously ap- 


proved spending $133,000 toward 
construction of the crossing bridge 


and approaches. Total cost of the 
road and bridge project is now 
near $230,000. According to County 
Highway 
Superintendent Fred 


Leake jr., consrtuction might be 
completed this summer. 


The board also voted to provide 


one-half the costs of three town- 
ship road projects. These include a 
box culvert in Bradford township, 
$3,709;; another culvert in Wyo- 
ming township, $6,234; and ji 
bridge repair project in Marion 
township. $1,250. 


The report of County Treasurer 


Albert Hillison indicated the fol- 
lowing balances in the various 
county funds as of May 31: 


Special road and bridge fund, 


$5,804; state municipal retirement 
fund, $9,432; county general fund, 
$147.807; county health fund, $11,..

Toe dog tax fund is a new fund 


instituted this month by Hillison 
under chapter eight.- paragraph 39a 
of the Illinois statutes. The law 
stipulates that the county treasurer 
keep a balance of $3,000 in dog 
taxes at the end of each fiscal year. 
All money collected over 
this 


amount is to be divided among 
county townships to be used on the 
townships' individual road pro- 
jects. 


Must Settle Claims 


The allotments are made after 


claims are settled against damage 
caused by pels to livestock and 
other damage. This year's balance 
amounted to $2,764, of which Dix- 
on's share was more than $900.

In other business, the board set

spark that will blow out all the 
Reds," former Defense Under Sec 
rctary Miguel Angel Mcndoza told 
7'cportcrs Monday night. "I think 
there is a great division in the 
army and I am sure that when 
the moment comes, most of them 
will take the course for which we 
are fighting." 


Arbenz Not Red 


Observers 
generally 
concede 


that Arbenz himself is not a Com- 
munist. But his regime has had 
strong backing from the Reds, and 
in return he has made numerous 
concessions to them and given 
them key government posts. 


Mendoza and his brother, former 


air force chief Col. Rodolfo Men- 
doza, arrived here Sunday. They 
told reporters a "reign of terror" 
gripped their homeland and at 
least 600 persons were in jail. 


Press dispatches from Guate- 


mala have been subject to a strict 
censorship since Arbenz suspended 
civil liberties a week ago and 
charged a plot against the govern 
ment had been uncovered. 


Travelers arriving in Honduras

Claim Butter Will 
Drop 40 Cents if 
New Plan Okayed 


WASHINGTON tfl — Agriculture 


Department officials predicted to- 
day that retail prices of butter 
might drop to around 40 cents a 
pound under a new price support 
plan approved by the House Agri 
culture Committee. This would be 
25 to 30 cents under present prices. 


The committee approved Mon- 


day a proposal to require the gov- 
ernment to raise the support level 
tor butter-fat and milk used for 
manufacturing purposes from the 
current 75 per cent to 80 per cent 
of parity, effective Sept. 1 and 
continuing until April 1, 1955. 


But the House plan would permit 


use of direct government subsidies 
as a method of supporting returns 
to dairymen. The taxpayers, in the 
final analysis, would pay the sub- 
sidies. The subsidies would permit 
a drop in retail prices of butter, 
cheese, 
dried 
milk, 
evaporated 


milk and other manufactured dairy 
products. 


Under the present support pro- 


gram, the Agriculture Department 
offers to buy butter, cheese and 
dried milk from manufacturers at 
prices designed to enable the latter 
to pay dairymen the designated 
support prices for milk and butter- 
fat. This off cr"* has the effect of 
setting minimum wholesale and re- 
tail prices for these products.

Dr. Merrill D«Graft. professor 


ot food economic*, Cornell univer* 
•ty, ha* declared that "the dairy 
•urpliui can be eliminated'-* by an 
aggreMive milk-selling campaign, 
and urged that dairymen give the 
stepped-up American Dairy Associ- 
ation program under the year- 
round "Mt aade" a chance to pay 
off. 


In a Capper'* Farmer interview, 


Dr. DeGraff said "there would be 
no dairy aurplui today" U we 
could get back the per capita con- 
fumption of IMS. Making the at&te- 
ment, he cited an intensive local 
milk-aeiling program vtaged last 
year in Rochester, N. Y., and 
Kansas City, Mo. 


Over a five-month period, milk 


sales in'the two markets averaged 
6.6 per cent above those in the 
same period of 1952. In Kansas 
City, the producres got $17.87 for 
every dollar invested ihv adver- 
tising. 


"If we had had nationally such 


results as were received in 'Kansas 
City and Rochester," Dr. DeGraff 
said, "we would have cut govern- 
ment purchase of dairy, products 
under the support program last 
year by more than half." 


In response to a question, he 


said advertising must be backed 
up by distribution "to make sure 
milk, is available wherever and 
whenever people want it." 


Milk vending and dispensing ma- 


chines bring "plus" consumption, 
he said. Both have expanded milk 
sales because they cut down on the 
inconvenience of handling milk and 
the high cost of delivery. 


When asked if many consumers 


understand that milk is one of the 
cheapest foods. Dr. DeGraff said: 


"Last year the American people 


spent 15 cents of every food dollai 
for dairy products. For that 1 
cents, they got 18 per cental theii 
total food calories, 25 per cent of 
the fat in their diet, 25 per cent of 
their protein, 20 per cent of the 
vitamin A, 150 per cent of the ribo- 
flavin and 75 per cent of the cal 
cium. 


"It's fair to say that they got 25 


per cent of their total food nutri 
ents for 15 per cent of their food 
dollar," he added. "That's indica 
live of the bargain nature of dairy 
products. Let's tell 
consumers 


about it." 


Demand Climbs 


The long-run farm outlook coir 


tinues bright. Studies point to a 
substantial boost in the demand 
for food by 1960. Two forces, says 
Capper's Farmer, will bring the 
boost: An ,expecctd increase of 9 
to 19 per cent in population, and a 
continued climb in food consump- 
tion per capita. The combined ef< 
feet should add up to a net hike of 
10 to 20 per cent in 1960 over 1950.

Average U. S. Citizen Has a 


Lot To Be Thankful for 


Every now and then it pays to take stock of the kind 


of life we are living materially in the United States. A lot of 
. comfort can be found in the cm-rent economic statistics. 


Indeed, we could afford to be fairly carefree people if 


-they were the only measure of how. things are going for us 
in the world. 
_ 
... 
The magazine U. S. News ha* just done another of its 


competent surveys on our living standards, and it finds the 
picture astonishingly bright. It draws parallels throughout 
the survey between 1940 and now. 
In 1940 America had somewhat less than 40 million 


' families, while today the total exceeds 48 million. 


Then, when the nation was just emerging from a long 


'depression into the prosperity of the prewar "defense era," 
only 15,200,000 families—well below half—owned their own 
homes. Today 28,500.000, considerably more than half the 
country's families, possess their homes. 


The automobile long has been a symbol of U. S. living 


standards and in 1940 a bit more than half our families had 
one. Yet in 1954 the figure has soared far beyond the 1940 
total of 21.200,000 to a present 37,000,000 families—three- 
fourths—who own cars. • 
• • 


Take a look at such indexes of material well-being as 


home electricity, running water, inside toilets, tub or shower 
baths, the telephone. 


In 1940, 79 per cent of U. S. homes had electricity, in 


1954. 98 per cent: the comparable figures on running water 
are 70 per cent and 88 per cent; on toilets, 65 per cent and 
80 per cent: on tubs or showers, 61 per cent and 78 per cent; 
on telephones, a mere 36 per cent and 69 per cent. 


For all the jokes of our European friends about our 


"bathtub culture." these are not trivial figures. They are the 
kind of sociologist pays close heed to in measuring the qual- 


• ity of our housing. When the experts talk of "substandard" 
! housing, they mean, among other things, houses'deficient in 
' some of the items noted above. 


', 
Americans, of course, have not been content with these 


; minimum essentials of good housing. They have gone to out- 
»fitting their households with all manner of devices and appli- 
; ances. some of which are obviously labor-saving and others 


« of which fall into the "luxury" category.

Some 42 per cent of U. S. homes had washing machines 


!in 1942. and today .-the percentage is 72. Use of vacuum 
' cleaners is up from 34 per cent to 56. On electric irons, the 
increase is from 67 per cent to 83 per cent of all families; 
on toasters, from 39 per cent to 66. 


Radio was well established in 1940. with 83 per cent of 


all families owning one or more. In the years since—and the 
period covers the great impact of TV—usage of radio has 
gone up to 98 per cent. 


Meantime. TV. starting from scratch in 1940, has 


zoomed to a point where already 61 per cent of all U. S. fami- 
lies own a set. 


Figures like these don't say anything about our spiritual 


condition, or our moral standards, or our troubled relations 
with friends and potential enemies beyond our shores. 


But they do make it strikingly plain that in the busi- 


ness of gaining the hard necessities and many of the shiny 
appurtenances of material life, we are well ahead of where 
we used to be. That's something to be thankful for.

New Methods of Treatment 
Aid Osteomyelitis Sufferers

Osteomyelitis is an Infection in- 


volving the bones. Several kinds of 
frerms can cause osteomyelitis, 
but those known «s "staphylococct" 
• re the most common agents. 


Generally, these germs are be- 


lieved to be carried from other 
parts of the body originally: injury 
to the bone sometimes appears to 
weaken it, allowing osteomyelitis 
to get started. 


We know that osteomyelitis has 


pleagued human beings since be- 
fore the days of recorded history. 
Although osteomyelitis is still with 
us, improved surgical methods and 
the use of the antibiotics and stilfa 
drugs have proved of enormous 
value in successful treatment. 
• • • 


At this point, it is well to reply 


to Mrs. P. and say that osteomye- 
litis is not contagious and that cold 
weather has little or no effect on 
the course of the disease. 


Until a few hundred years ago 


revere osteomyelitis in the bones 
of the limbs—providing it WHS in 
one limb, which was often the rase 
—was usually treated by amputa- 
tion. 


In those days, also, the disease 


\vas surrounded by superstition, 
and repulsive applications were 


commonly used in the way of treat 
ment. 
• • * 


Maggots were commonly used in 


the treatment of osteomyelitis In 
th* past because maggots eat only 
dead tissue and, therefore, weie 
used to clean up the dend bone. 


No one Is attracted by the Idea 


of maggots eating on their flesh 
even when the flash is dead, but 
even today this treatment is oc- 
casionally employed. 


The many surgical treatment? 


used over the years all were aimed 
at destroying or removing the 
dead bone and pus and allowing 
newly-formed pun to drain to the 
surface. Ingenious instruments for 
boring Into the bone and scraping 
out all of the infected matter have 
been devised.

By using the new antibiotics it 


ban become possible to save many 
people 
with osteomyelitis from 


months or even years of hospital!- 
zation and repented surgery. 


Like so many other diseases, 


early treatment is of the utmos't 
importance. Surgery is still neces 
nary for some and the disease may 
drag on with discouraging persis 
tance or flare up without apparent 
reason.

WASHINGTON Oil — Democrats 


in Congress have lost out in a sec- 
ond attempt to block future po- 
litical speeches by R. W. Scott 
McLeod, the State Dcpaitment's 
security officer. 


This came about during Senate 


consideration "Monday of a bill to 
provide $1,110.850.000 for the State, 
Justice and Commei ce Department 
durinq: the years starting July 1. 
The bill passed by voice vote in a 
form 28 million dollars below the 
House approved total and 173 mil- 
lion under President Eisenhower's 
budget request. 


The Senate defeated 41-35 an 


amendment by Sen. Monroney (D- 
Okla) that would have prevented 


the State Department from paying 
McLeod's salary if it exempted 
him from the Hatch Act which 
bars political activity by most 
federal employes. Republican and 
Democratic senators l i n e d up 
solidly on opposite sides of the 
issue. 


Democrats in Congress protested 


bitterly last winter when McLeod 
took leave of absence to make five 
Lincoln birthday speeches under 
Republican National Committee 
auspices.

CAPETOWN, South Africa (.« — 


Prime Minister Daniel F. Malan'i 
regime failed again Monday night 
to put through legislation designed 
eventually to take the 38,000 color- 
ed (mixed blood) voters in Cap« 
Province off the common registra- 
tion roll. 


Sitting in Joint session, Parlia- 


ment cast 128 votes in favor of th« 
bill—part of Malan's racial segre- 
gation program—to 42 against. But 
the tally fell 10 votes short of the 
two-thirds majority of the total 207 
members needed for a constitu- 
tional change. 


It was the fifth defeat Malan 


has suffered in the courts and 
Parliament in three years in his 
efforts to alter the colored voting 
registration.

WASHINGTON-W-Federal civil 


defense 
authorities 
today 
were 


busy coping with the mock emer- 
gency created by Monday's make- 
believii atomic attack on major 
U. S. cities. 


Until the 24-hour drill ended at 


11 a. m. (EOT), civil defense 
crews would go through all the 
motions of meeting theoretical' de- 
mands for medicine, food, cloth- 
ing, doctors and nurses and mobile 
support for "stricken areas which 
have exhausted their own re- 
sources." 


Million "Killed" 


Vai Peterson, federal civil de- 


fens* administrator, said of Mon- 
day's aerial: "bombardment" by 
an unidentified enemy: 


"We know that 30 cities have 


been hit. Estimated are 7,276,000 
killed and 3,344,000 injured with 
many more dead and injured still 
unreported." 


The 10-minute "attack" was his- 


tory's first continental air raid 
drill. The exercise was based on 
the premise that atomic and other 
weapons blasted 54 cities in the 
United States, Canada, Alaska, 
Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the Vir- 
gin Islands. 


Peterson said the drill, designed 


to test civil defense readiness and 
public discipline, "has thus far 
proved effectively what we had 
assumed—that the nation's civil 
defense team still has a long way 
to go in the field of- operational 
readiness." 


Much Accomplished 


However, he said the drill did 


point up "the amazing scope and 
effectiveness of what has been ac-

TV Hurts Gate 
39 Per Cent of Fans in Video 
Area Not Attending Grid Tilts 


NEW YORK (/P)—Thirty-nine per cent of the "average" 


football fans in television areas haven't bought a ticket to a 
college game since 1950—the first year television had a big 
impact on attendance. 
The percentage might be higher if 


some of those fans hadn't waited until the last year or two to 
buy their sets. 


Of those who did buy tickets in 


1952 and 1953, nine out of 10 con- 
fined their attendance to games 
played by a .single team. 


When they turn to TV foi' their 


football, more than three fourths 
of these fans want to continue 
watching their favorite teams or 
those in their own geographical 
area. 


Don't SPPIII To Mind 


But most TV* viewers don't know 


which game will be shown to them 
on any given Saturday and they 
don't seem to mind as long as 
they know there'll be a game to 
watch. 


These are some of the significant 


facts turned up by the National 
Opinion Research Center of the 
University of Chicago today after 
studying the nature and habits of 
the average college football fol 
lower. , 


The NORC. satisfied that its 


studies for the National Collegiate 
A. A. had proved conclusively that 
live TV of games has an adverse 
effect on attendance, concentrated 
its 1953 studies on the fan him- 
self. 


The brief survey o[ 1953 attend- 


ance trends showed a continued 
decline in crowds coinciding with 
the increase in the number of TV 
sets. The pattern was about the 
same as in previous years, leading 


to the conclusion that the maxi- 
mum effect of "controlled" TV has 
been reached and that attendance 
should level off at about 27 percent 
below the 1947-48 average. 


The NORC survey indicated that 


uncontrolled or regional television 
of football would .have a tremen- 
dous adverse effect.

Airlines Carry Record 
Load But Earnings Same 


By STEVEN V. DAVID 


NEW YORK Ifl — The nation's 


airlines, busy carrying a record 
number of passengers in these 
early summer days, ought to be 
making more money than ever. 
The sad fact is that they aren't. 


"We had the best May ever." 


Eastern Air Lines reports, "but 
we have to carry more passengers 
th*se days to make the same 
amount of money as a year ago." 


Trans World Airlines also car- 


ried more passengers than in any 
other May. and American Air- 
lines set R new record for any 
month by flying an estimated 325 
million passenger miles. But. says 
American, it doesn't cpect to make 
as much money in this quarter as 
it d'd in the same period a year 
ago. 


United Airlines also notes a rec- 


ord May, but thinks a rise in fares 
wouldn't hurt at all. On that point, 
however, there's sharp disagree- 
ment in the industry: opponents 
contend that boosting fares,wouN 
reduce the number of passengers. 


What's the explanation for the 


airlines' smaller profits? 


"Costs per plane mile are down 


and volume is up about 10 pel- 
cent over a year ago," comments 
one airline official. "The trouble 
is that we've been adding new 
equipment faster than passenger 
traffic has been growing." 


This means that loud factors— 


the percentage of available seats 
that are filled—have fallen to an 
unsatisfactory l e v e l , increasing 
costs per revenue mile. 


The airlines are taking delivery 


of big new planes all the time, 
and will be for some months to 
come. After that, though, there 
should be a period of consolida- 
tion until the jets are ready to fly 
domestic routes. 


Other I'roblenw 


There are other problems, too. 


The cost of wages and materials 
has fontiiuico. to rise. And for 
some airlines there have been ex- 
penses connected with the intro- 
duction of new planes like the 
Douglas DC7. 


Because of the situation, more 


emphasis than ever is being put 
on the mass transportation end of 
the business — the so-called air 
coach or air tourist flights. 


Tourist fares are about 30 per

of Robert R. Young buckled down 
today to the formidable task of 
running the nation's second largest 
railroad, the far-flung New York 
Central system. 


Young and his board took over 


Monday, an hour after they were 
officially proclaimed winer by 1.- 
064,000 shares in their proxy bat- 
tie with the management headed 
by William White. 


The new board quickly elected 


Young as chairman ~- at $1 a year 
—and named Alfred K. Perlman, 
51-year-old executive vice presi- 
dent of the Denver & Rio Grande 
Western, as president and chief 
executive'officer. 


I'romtacK Cooperation 


White stepped down as president 


but promised to cooperate with the 
new management "in effecting an 
orderly transition." 


In a statement, Young thanked 


those who supported him and de- 
clared: "We offer the warm hand 
of conciliation to those who will- 
ingly or unwilling worked against 
us." 
- Young said that all of the indus- 
try's 41,000 passenger cars and 
most of its 1,800,000 freight cars 
"can be replaced by more efficient 
types and more than pay their cost 
out of savings." He added: 


"Industrywide planning for and 


agreement on Improved and stand 
ardizcd equipment designs, volume 
purchasing, freight and passenger 
tciminal adaptation to the motor 
age, the greater use of each oth 
er's facilities, accounting, reserva 
tlon and ticketing simplification 
and many other cooperative proj 
ects are long overdue." 


Not Overnight 


Perlman said in a statement tha 


"we will not revolutionize the rail 
road overnight but we will build 
firm foundation upon which wil 
rise a progressive and modern 
structure of which we can all 
proud. 


What .salary Perlman will get as 


president was not disclosed. White 
received $120,000 a year.
